beep-beep-beep 
of the spinning Soviet earth satel­ 
lite suggested the running of a 
clock against free men. Never was 
it more urgent than now that the 
world 
understand 
the true com­ 
parative nature of freedom and 
communism. 
How do you win to the cause of 
freedom the peoples who have on­ 
ly the dimmest notion of its re­ 
wards? Millions of Asians and the 
Africans know little of liberty as 
we know. 
They see no reason to 
fight and die for it. 
On the coin’s other face, they 
know little of Communist tyranny. 
They learned long ago to hate co­ 
lonial 
domination, 
which 
many 
have shaken off. 
But commun­ 
ism they seem to know only by 
vague 
repute 
And they 
listen 
more to the material promises 
than to our tales of its terror. 


We realize that if they should 
experience Communist rule they 
will learn the ugly truth. But then 
i* may be toe late for pulling back. 
I 
our own interest as well as 
theirs, we dare not wait until that 
moment. 
We and all who stand with us 
even 
in our strategic 
adversity 
must somehow make a monumen­ 
tal effort to assault the world with 
the bitter truths of Communist 
tyranny. 
We must dwell upon 
them endlessly. 
Yet we cannot rest there. With 
far greater energy’ and imagina- j 
tion than we have ever before 
brought to the task, we must show 
the world what the great rewards 
o' liberty really are. 
They must 
see, and feel, the tangible benefits 
for themselves. 
But they must 
also be persuaded of the immense 
fultural and spiritual values in­ 
herent in the ways of freedom. 
Americans 
traveling or living 
abroad must be better missionar­ 
ies than they generally are. 
Too 
often we tend to put our worst foot 
forward, stressing the brassy as­ 
pect of our bustling life. We need 
to cultivate a deeper understand­ 
ing of other peoples and show a 
willingness tr embrace the good 
things of their life as we hope they 
will do of our* in return. 
We know we have a great coun­ 
try, a fine tradition of freedom, 
and a r e m a 
k a b l e record of 
aehivement of human betterment 
for ourselves and others. But we 
must present our story with hu­ 
mility. not with an air of smug su­ 
periority. 
We deserve to be understood for 
what we are 
Again, it is our job 
ti see that we are. But it is not all 
ours. 


Some of the world’s emerging 
peoples are primitive. 
They can 
not be looked to for an easy ap­ 
preciation of the comparative mer­ 
it* of the American system and 
Russian communism. 
But others, like the people of In­ 
dia. have a long, long history of 
civilized 
living, 
are 
steeped 
in 
their own philosophy and wisdom, 
and p r i d e themselves on their 
grasp of fundamental human val­ 
ue*. 
Too many among these peoples 
are blinded by the hate engender­ 
ed in the colonial era. By mysteri­ 
ous means that often seem wholly 
unreasonable, much of this feeling 
has been transferred from Brit­ 
ain and France to u*. 
Men In these older civilizations 
need to look inward upon them­ 
selves. 
For wise men are men of 
compassion, 
tolerant 
of 
human 
frailty, especially when it shows 
itself in a people so veil marked 
by qualities of service to free hu­ 
manity, as are Americans. 
Some vho have resented our 
supremacy now take an odd delight 
in our adversity. 
They do not ap

pear to grasp that our adversity j

Imports of Spar 
Continue to Climb, 
'56 Figures Show 


The final figure of the Bureau 
of Mines on fluorspar for the year 
1956, reveals that during 1956, the 
steel industry’ consumed and in­ 
creased its metallurgical fluorspar 
inventory by a total of 325,000 tons, 
and that of this 1956 total, the steel 
industry imported 275,000 tons, or 
almost 85 per cent of its 1956 needs, 
leaving for the domestic fluorspar 
industry a mere fragment of 15 
per cent. 
A somewhat similar situation ex­ 
isted in 1956 as to hydrofluoric acid 
used to make aluminum, fluoro­ 
carbons and other fluorine com 
pounds. 
In 1956, 290,000 tons of 
acid grade fluorspar were consum- 
I ed and added to inventory for hy- 
i drofluoric acid, of which 170,000 
tons or almost 60 per cent was im­ 
ported acid grade fluorspar, leav­ 
ing but 40 per cent for the domes­ 
tic producers.
